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Wants report 


Council offers CUFA 


4.5 months of funding

The Romulus City Council has offered 
to fund the Communities United for 
Action (CUFA) program in Romulus 
for the last months of the fiscal 
year, but in return the public service 
agency must reveal monthly lists of its 
clients and the services provided them. 

The council adopted a proposal made 
by Mayor Terry L. Troutt last week, 
which said the city would fund the next 
44 months on a pro-rated basis of 
$1,616.08 per month, if CUFA agrees to 
submit each month a list giving the 
name, address, type of service per- 
formed for each resident and the date of 
service. 

The monthly money allocations 
would be made after the council ap- 
proves each list. 

CUFA officials have not acted on the 
city’s proposal, however, they are

scheduled to do so at an executive 
committee meeting tonight 
CUFA has provided transportation, 
job referral and family planning serv- 
cies to Romulus and other area cities’ 
senior citizens and low-income 
residents for the past three years, at no 
cost to the clients. The total cost of 
operating the program for a year in 
Romulus is $114,965, and CUFA has 
requested $19,393 of that to be paid by 
the city. 

The federal government pays the 
balance of CUFA’s expenses. 

tiowever, the $19,393 requested from 
the city is retroactive to last June, and 
the city’s offer is to fund only the next 
44 months. 

While CUFA officials prepare their 
response to the Romulus proposal, they 
said the services in the city will not end 
Friday as planned. Instead, services 
will continue for at least two weeks 
longer until March 7. 


In addition, CUFA Executive Director 
Don Wrench said the services will not 
be reduced any more until that date 

In making his proposal to the City 
Council, Troutt indicated the listing is 
needed to show that residents indeed 
are receiving the services claimed by 
CUFA 

“I am sure.that all of us know many 
small organizations spend more money 
for salaries, expenses, entertaining, 
automobile rentals, trips and travel 
than what actually is spent on the 
people,” Troutt said. 

Wrench countered, saying that is not 
the case with CUFA. 

“It’s not true about this 
organization,” he said. “Our cars are 
used for transportation of residents, 
and I don’t think our staff travel ik out 
of line.” 

He added that about half of CUFA’s 
work force consists of paid, fulltime 
employees. The rest are volunteers. He 


said five paid, fulltime employees 
worked in Romulus before the agency 
began its cutbacks in late January. 

The city has maintained, in not 
okaying funding of the service in the 
past, that CUFA actually doesn’t serve 
enough people in Romulus for the 
amount of money it receives. 

“We have questioned the figures 
supplied by the CUFA executives in 
regards to the people being served .” 
Troutt said. “I think the council and the 
mayor should have to make no 
apologies for their past actions in regard 
to assistance that we would give or help 
we could render to anyone, especially 
the underprivileged. 

“I resent very strongly Mr. W'rench’s 
statements to the press that imply that 
we disregard the needs of the poor. 

“We are not opposed to CUFA 
outright,” Troutt continued. “But we’re 
opposed fo it if we are paying for 
something we’re not getting. It’s never 
been our feeling that we want to deny 
services to the poor, but we won t ap- 
prove this if we’re not getting back the 
benefit that we invested.” 

Wrench said he doesn’t “see how we 
can accept the city's proposal as 
presented, and indicated that CUFA’s 
executive committee might choose to 
make a counter offer to the city to have 
an independent “third party” review its 
records and verify them for the City 
Council each month that the intended 
services are being performed. 

“Many of m.r serve ’s especially 
those in family planning, are done in 
confidentiality,” he said. “There are 
people receiving counseling from us 
who I'm sure wish to remain con- 
fidential and not have their names 
made public. 

“I realize that it’s not the city’s intent 
to publish the lists in the newspaper, 
but still this would be making the lists 
public. I don’t know of any human 
service organization doing this. 

“I just don’t want to destroy our 
relationship with our clients.” 

Wrench added that the Bureau of 
Community Services, a state agency, 
had indicated a willingness to act as the 
third party. 



Romulus cleanup slowdown 


prompts new campaign start 


The big spring cleanup in Romulus 
last year signaled a new direction for 
the city in its goal to increase citizens* 
pride in the community— but the 
gains of the cleanup effort have ground 
to a halt in the opinion of Mayor Terry 
L. Troutt. 

As a result. Troutt has indicated the 
city’s intent to embark on another 
major cleanup effort which promises to 
be more widespread that the first. 

The cleanup not only will involve the 


picking up of litter and junk on streets, 
but a concentrated door-to-door 
campaign by residents, Troutt said. 

Weather permitting, the campaign 
will begin April 1. 

“We've been lax in our efforts to keep 
this city clean,” Troutt continued “I 
didn’t know just how bad the problem 
was until I took a tour of the citylast 
week. 

“There were streets signs down and 
other unsightly things that we must get 
rid of. I think the city did a fabulous job 


last spring and the people cooperated 
wonderfully, but now we’re back into the 
same rut we were in before last year’s 
cleanup.” 

Troutt said the campaign probably 
would cost between $15,000 and $20,000, 
to be paid through an Emergency 
Manpower Grant, awarded the city He 
added adults would be enlisted and paid 
under the grant to conduct the cleanup 

“We’re going to go house-to-house 
and try to make homeowners aware of 


litter problems and other problems 
they may be causing in the niegh- 
borhood Then, we’ll give them a 2- 
week warning notice, and if the litter or 
whatever still is not cleaned up, they’ll 
be ticketed,” Troutt said 

The mayor added that posters 
publicizing the cleanup campaign have 
been ordered and that letters will be 
sent to homeowners advising them of 
the drive. 

'“I think we all would like to build 
pride in our city again,” he concluded

The gardener can benefit by learning 
what will grow best in his soil and what 
he should not waste time on trying to 
grow, he added.

Extension Service, located at 5455

offers a soil testing service to area 
residents, which Icenogle recommends

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Troutt defends Sheriff's Department services 


Although he still longingly 
eyes the creation of a 
metropolitan police force in 
Wayne County, Romulus 
Mayor Terry L. Troutt 
defends with vigor the job 
being done in his city by the 


Wayne County Sheriffs 
Department. 

Troutt contends that no 
other city or township in the 
area could receive the kind 
of police protection Romulus 


does at the price the city 
pays. 

His comments were the 
result of his study of a report 
showing the police depart- 
ment budgets in Inkster, 
Dearborn Heights, 


Former police chief 
resigns city position 


Jacob Koch, who served as Romulus’ 
chief of police from 1965 to 1971 and then as 
the city’s director of the Ordinance and 
Safety Department, has resigned. 

The 62-year-old former Detroit Police 
Department detective told Mayor Terry L. 
Troutt he is leaving his post "due to the 
increasing responsibilities being placed on 
the director of public safety and the in- 
creased work load on the department” 
Koch’s resignation was effective Feb. 10. 
He has been replaced by Gerald J. 
Kubiak, 43, who most recently served as 
chairman of the city’s Police, Safety and 
Fire Commission. Kubiak’s title will be 
director of the Public Safety and Or- 
dinance Enforcement Department, Troutt 
said. His salary will be $13,000. 

Until last October, Kubiak worked as a 
computer repairman for the U.S. 
Department of Military Affairs, a federal 
civil service program. The job was 
dissolved after he had worked for the 


department for 16*£ years. Kubiak also 
served with the U.S. Navy in Korea for 
four years. 

His wife, Lorraine, is personnel director 
for the city. 

His job will center around the en- 
forcement of all city ordinances, ac- 
cording to Troutt. 

Besides Kubiak, the Ordinance En- 
forcement Department has one other 
officer, however, Troutt said he will add 
another officer and possibly assign some 
Building Department inspectors to the 
unit. 

Troutt added that Koch indicated he may 
return in the near future as an en- 
forcement officer under Kubiak. 

Koch was chief of Romulus Township s 
Police Department from 1965 to 1971, when 
the department was dissolved and the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Department 
contracted as the city’s law enforcement 
agency. 


Westland, Wayne and 
Taylor. 

"All of those cities pay 
double what we do and they 
have no more men on the 
road than we have," Troutt 
said. "And all of them except 
'Wayne are larger in 
population than Romulus 
is." 

Romulus pays about 
$900,000 a year for police 
service from the Sheriff's 
Road Patrol division. Four 1- 
man patrol cruisers con- 
tinually are in Romulus 
during the day and four 2- 
man cars patrol the city at 
night, A total of 32 Sheriff’s 
Department deputies serve 
the city. 

In addition two detectives 
and a juvenile officer are on 
full time duty in the city. 

In contrast, Inkster’s 
Police Department budget for 
1974-75 is $1,599,703, and only 
four cars patrol the city each 
shift 

In Dearborn Heights, 
which has a population more 
than twice that of Romulus, 
five patrol cars are on each 
shift. The police budget this 
year is $1,834,102. 

Westland has four cars per 
shift and nearly a $1,900,000 
budget. Its population is 
almost tour times that of 
Romulus. 

Taylor, with a $2, 000, 000- 


plus budget, has about six 
cars per shift during the day 
and four at night. Its 
population is three times that 
of Romulus. 

Troutt made the study of 
those budgets in the wake of 
a comment by City Coun- 
cilman Jim Stewart that he 
has not been "too happy” 
about the caliber of service 
provided by the Sheriff’s 
Department. 

The mayor contends the 


Sheriffs Department affords 
much better and cheaper 
service than the city could 
provide through its own 
police force The city did 
have its own force until 1971, 
when it was disbanded 
But despite his affection 
for the Road Patrol, Troutt 
continues to advocate for- 
ming a metropolitan police 
force in the county. Such a 
force would replace local 
police department; there 


would be a headquarters 
from which patrolmen would 
operate, yet they would 
serve the entire county. 

"It probably never will 
happen in Wayne County, 
though, because the police 
departments are so en- 
trenched,” Troutt said 
"Metropolitan forces are 
much more efficient and 
cheaper and are better 
trained. You don’t have to 
have 40 chiefs like you have 


when each city has its own 
department. 

"It has built up to be a 
political thing, because the 
40 or 50 men on a payroll in 
each city police department 
carry* a big stick with their 
family and friends in regard 
to politics in their cities.” 

Troutt cited the Toronto, 
Ont., and Portland, Ore., 
metropolitan forces as 
examples of smooth-running 
forces

Huron voters to go to polls

Approximately 4,500 
registered voters in Huron 
Township Monday will have 
the chance either to approve 
or 1 turn down two 
propositions aimed at im- 
proving school facilities in 
the district and maintaining 
current operating levels. 

The first proposition a 
bonding issue, asks for 
voter approval of $4.9 
million of bonded in- 
debtedness for a number of 
construction and im- 


provement projects in Huron 
schools. 

Included are the following. 

—Construction of a 
swimming pool, auditorium, 
music room, one or two 
vocational education rooms 
and expanded parking 
facilities at Huron High 
School. 

—An addition of six to 
eight classrooms and 
remodeling of the older part 
of the building at Huron 
Junior High School. 

—The addition of six 
classrooms and playground 
and parking improvements 


at Riverside Elementary 
School. 

—Construction of a bus 
maintenance facility, in- 
cluding a 3-bay garage, 
indoor bus washing and a 
storage and meeting room 
for drivers. 

—Possible remodeling of 
Huron Elementary School. 

The second proposition 
seeks a renewalof three mills 
for operating expenses for 20 
years. The operating millage 
expired with the issuance of 
the Dember 1974 tax 
statements. 

"In this district, voters can 


approve both propositions 
and still see the Huron school 
tax rate go down from the 
current 28.29 mills to 28.0,” 
said Phillip Dailey, ad- 
ministrative assistant. 

Dailey attributed the 
unusual situation to the fact 
that the Bursley Bill, 
covering state assistance to 
local school districts in 
terms of indebtedness as 
well as operating costs, is a 
first in covering construction 
and improvements of plant 
facilities.

Economic compromise necessary 


Congress and the President 
are faced with the necessity of 
compromise or their divergent 
views on economic and energy 
policy will lead to a stalemate 
and test of wills. 

As matters now stand, both 
Mr. Ford and the Democratic 
leadership in the House and 
Senate agree that the American 
people must face some kind of 
pressure to use less imported 
oil, but they do not agree on how 
the pressure should applied. 

They both want to rebate 
some 1974 income taxes to the 
public, but they disagree on 
how much should be refunded 
and how the money should be 
apportioned among different 


classes of taxpayers. 

They both also are looking 
toward longer-range tax cuts 
for the sake of stimulating the 
economy. 


It is too early to assess the 
chances for compromise 
because the Democrats have 
yet to line up behind a par- 
ticular approach to the energy 


and tax issues. For political 
reasons, if none other, we can 
be sure that the Democrats will 
not be satisfied unless they can 
put their own imprint on any 
programs that finally emerge. 

Who compromises the most is 
not so important as giving the 
first priority to resolving 
disagreements that threaten 
the most harm if they are not 
resolved. Clearly, the long- 
range need is to move ahead 
with a comprehensive attack on 
our energy problems, which' 
existed before the current 
recession began and which will 
be with us long after it ends. 

The current dialogue between 
the White House and Capitol 


Hill suffers from mixing apples 
with oranges — considering 
economics and energy as part 
of a single "package." 

The weakness in President 
Ford's approach is that he has 
combined his new tariff on 
imported oil— a sound move 
toward energy conservation — 
with a tax cut that does nothing 
toward achieving our energy 
goals. If we are going to pay 
more for fuel, what we want to 
be paying for is some relief 
from the threat of an energy 
crisis, not an exercise in tax 
reform or pump-priminq. 

Congress also is mixing up 
the issue of energy self- 


sufficiency with inflation and 
recession in resisting the 
necessary increase in gasoline 
prices. True enough, the price 
increases which are going to 
result from higher fuel costs 
are bad news, but the bill for 
developing new energy sources 
has*to be paid and those who 
use energy— and that includes 
all of us— have to pay it. 

Mr. »Ford and Congress 
should separate the issues of 
energy and the state* of the 
economy. An effort to com- 
promise their differences on the 
issue of tax cOts should not get 
in the way of the more pressing 
need for compromise on an 
energy program.

One of the unsung heroes of 
Watergate is a. young, good-looking 
reporter named James Doyle who has 
guided three special prosecutors in 
their relationship with a hungry and 
demanding press. Doyle is a sensitive 
writer, and it would be surprising if he 
did not sooner or later turn his hand to 
an account of his remarkable ex- 
perience. 

Having this in mind and without any 
permission whatever from Doyle, I 
called a New York book publisher the 
other day. I asked: “What would you 
suggest might be a reasonable advance 
on a book by Doyle?” 

The answer: 

“You have to remember, that Doyle 
is not well-known. 1 should say— this is 
just a guess— that a book by him might 
bring an advance of, say, $15,000.” 


Such are the wages of honesty. 
Consider the wages of sin. The 
autobiography of Richard Nixon has 
been sold fora reported $2 million. John 
Dean is writing a book and is reported 
to have received an advance of $300,000. 
Jeb Stuart Magruder s book made the 
best seller list. 

A publisher who prefers to remain 
anonymous estimates that he earned at 
least $250,000 from it. 

Then there is E. Howard Hunt, who 
was forced to confess, shortly after his 


book came out that it was not true. 
Perhaps as a result of this admission 
the Hunt book has not sold very well, 
but his publisher said that Hunt 
received an advance payment “in six 
figures.” Charles Colson, Hunt’s for- 
mer boss, is about to enter the market. 
His agent is circulating among New 
York publishers asking also for a price 
“in six figures.” 

Such are the wages of sin, and they do 
not include magnificent lecture fees. 
True, two honest and thoroughgoing 


reporters named Bob Woodward and 
Carl Bernstein also have made a lot of 
money on their account of Watergate. 
But they earned the truth; they didn’t 
steal it. Besides, their story is 
magnificently told. 

What does it say about the state of 
public morality that the people whom 
Woodward and Bernstein smoked out, 
conspirators who bOsily were stealing 
the government of the United States, 
should profit almost as handsomely 
with badly written— and in Hunt’s case, 
deceittul-apologiast?” 


Post-Watergate morality is much 
discussed these davs. 

It is used as the reason why all public 
figures are susDect whv Nelson 
Rockefeller must lay bare his family 
finances, why doctors must go into 
detail about surgery on Mrs 
Rocket eller and Mrs Ford How odd 
that it also should be part of the post* 
Watergate morality to give handsome 
rewards to those who committed the 
crimes. 

Maybe Dean John Wicklein of Boston 


University has the right idea He is 
protesting the decision of the student 
body to pay $3,000 to Ronald Ziegler for 
a lecture next month because “Ziegler 
knowlingly lied to the press and people 
of the country.’* 

Presumably. Wrcklein v r ould not 
object to Zieglers exercising freedom of 
speech He objects to paying him for 
exercising it. Book publishers, like 
university deahs, are strong supporters 
of the First Amendment 

t . 

They would not want to live in a 
country where the Magruders. Deans. 
Nixons and Hunts couldn’t write as they 
pleased But in this new era of post- 
Watergate morality. /Can’t they devise 
some system whereby they can offer a 
platform w ithout also offering to prove 
false the old adage that crime does not 
pay? 


for Viet peace? 
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How much should we give

“Time makes everything worse,” 
wrote Demetrius, and his insight seems 
the more brilliant when you stop to 
think that he never heard of Vietnam. 

It has been two years since the Paris 
peace treaty was signed and, in that 
time, everything about Vietnam— the 
military situation, the corruption of the 
Thieu government, the misery’ of the 
refugees and the chances for peace— is 
worse. 

So now we are being called upon to 


support President Nguyen Van Thieu 
for another year. We paid him $1.1 
billion last year. Congress cut the 
figure for next year’s budget by $400 
million, and President Ford wants to 
restore $300 million of the cut. 
Remember when the Pentagon used to 
say that if we just stayed in there a little 
while longer the South Vietnamese 
“could hack it on their own”? 

We know now that there is no way 
that the South Vietnamese can hack it 
on their own. Two years after we quit 
fighting we still are paying for 
everything about South Vietnam — the 


government, the economy and the 
armed forces. 

The moment we stop paying or pay 
too little. Thieu and his government will 
fall. 

Would it be such a bad thing? Thi6 
city contains a number of exiles who 
suggest that it wouldn’t Lt. Gen. 
Nguyen Chah Thi, for example, who 
once commanded South Vietnam’s 
First Corps, said that there are a 
number of South Vietnamese leaders, 
both Catholic and Buddhist, who could 
form a government which would deal 
with the Communists and with whom 


the Communists would deal 

Would this be such a bad thing? 
Would it be worse than continuing to 
spend a billion dollars a year in a 
hopeless cause? The notion that Gen 
Thieu will w in this war is demonstrably 
false If he couldn’t do it w ith the helphf 
the American army, does anybody 
really think he can do it on his own? 

Neither can Thieu make a peace. He 
has made no more effort to implement 
the Paris agreement than the Com- 
munists have Moreover, the Com- 
munists say they will never deal with 
Thieu If a leader cannot w in a w ar and 


cannot make a peace, of what use is the 
leader? 

For a billion dollars a year— give or 
take a hundred million— we ought to 
have some leverage in South Vietnam 
even though we no longer have men on 
Die ground 

A w ithholding tax on President Thieu 
might persuade him to sell off one of the 
many houses and Ihe land he recently 
has purchased and retire to his villa in 
Sw itzerland 

Obviously, we cannot let the South 
Vietnamese people starve while Thieu 
is making up his mind to go But 


(ongresj; could vote funds for food and 
economic aid while refusing to spend 
any more money for the South Viet- 
namese army There are plenty of 
reputable religious organizations in 
Vietnam that could disburse aid 

True, the results would be a govern- 
ment we would all call neutralist True 
also that the neutralist government 
would shortly become a government w e 
would all call Communist 

But China is Communist and Russia 
is Communist Is detente in Vietnam

In dealing with oil crisis 


U. S. should use large buyer power

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A Michigan senator suggests that the 
United States tackle the oil crisis by 
confronting the world’s maior oil 
companies and the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) with the power of the large 
buyer 

Sen. Philip A. Hart has resurrected a 
rare word —monopsony— to charac- 
terize this concept he incorporated in a 
bill he has introduced in Congress. 

In the words of a once popular song, 
Hart’s idea in a sense stresses that “it 
takes two to tango” - a buyer as well as 
a seller. Monopsony refers to the power 
a large single buyer exerts on the 
market 

According to Hart, chairman of the 
Senate Antitrust Subcommittee, 
President Ford and Secretary of State 
Henry A Kissinger are on entirely the 
wrong tack in treating the oil crisis as a 
political rather than an economic 
matter. 

The administration’s approach, 
exerts next to no leverage on the OPEC 
cartel and “ignores the possibility that 
the major multinational petroleum 
companies have made their own con- 
tribution to the world petroleum 
problem,’ ’ said Hart, a Democrat. 

If approved by Congress Hart’s bill 
would operate in this fashion: 

The federal government would be the 
sole purchasing agent for all imported 
crude oil and petroleum products This 
would eliminate the major in- 
ternational oil companies “as a buffer 
between us and the OPEC cartel 
“More important, by limiting the 


purchase contracts to no more than 
two years and by opening up this 
market to all comers, we put in com- 
petition the buffer between us and all 
present or future cartels...” he said. 
“While the guarantee isn’t carved in 
granite, the likely outcome of the new 
competition would be the lowering of 
world oil prices ” 


Mechanically, the system would 
provide for the secretary of the 
treasury to set a top limit on the 
number of dollars the United States was 
prepared to spend annually to pay for 
foreign crude oil and petroleum 
products. 

The Federal Energy Administration 
(FEA) would accept sealed, com- 


| 

petitive bids to supply the oil In turn, 
the FEA would sell the petroleum to 
domestic consumers, making 
allowances for competitive impact and 
fair access to various products by 
different sections of the country 
If Hart is right and the OPEC cartel is 
just following a business-is-business 
line, then even the settlement of the 
Middle East dispute between the 
Arabs and the Israelis would be 
unlikely lo result in cheap oil prices 
"again 

“After all, the enthusiasm of In- 
donesia and Venezuela for high oil 
prices hardly can bo expected to follow 
the twists and turns of Middle East 
politics,” Hart said 

Kissinger’s concept of the solidarity 
of consumer nations is not enougn. so 
long “as the consuming nations con- 
tinue to purchase their oil through 
agents Uhe international oil com- 
panies) which have no interest in low 
prices,” he added 

“There are indications that the State 
Department is once again in the 
business of attempting to get antitrust 
exemptions for the international oil 
companies to help carry out the policies 
of the consuming nations,” he said on 
an ironic note. “This is roughly 
equivalent to putting the defense of 
Rome in the hands of Attila the Hun ” 

Turning to the international oil 
companies themselves. Hart said 
“There is some particularly 
disturbing evidence that the monopoly 
powder of the international companies 
has been exercised in a manner 

i 


directly affecting the American con- 
sumer even during the present crisis 
“This evidence indicates that the 
international firms have used the 
OPEC price increase to expand their 
own profit margins, particularly on 
foreign crude production 
According to Hart the transfer price 
system gives the companies plenty of 


sqppe to manipulate prices 

If an international oil company 
wishes to increase the profitability of 
its foreign operations^ it simply can 
raise its transfer prices and the 
American consumer gets hit at the 
pumps Conversely, if the company 
wishes to show higher domestic profits 
it can lower the transfer prices

Enrollment is up 
for Girl Scouts 
in HV Council 


Enrollment in Girl 
Scouting here is up 10.8 
percent over a year ago, it 
was announced today by Jo 
Stevens, executive director 
of the Huron Valley Girl 
Scout Council. Decembei 51 
enrollment was 12,064, 1,176 
Girl Scouts more than the 
1973 total of 10 , 888 . 

Enrollment at all age 
groups was up, with the 
largest percentage increase 
in Senior Girl Scouts, the 
high school group. This grew' 
by 47 percent, climbing from 
216 girls a year ago to 317 
now. Total numbers of 
Brownies (age 6 to 8 ) were 
up 20.6 percent; Junior Girl 
Scouts (ages 9 to 12) up 1.3 
percent, and Cadet tes (ages 
13 to 15) up 5.9 percent. In 
all, 5,472 Brownies, 4,972 
Juniors, and 1,303 Cadettes 
have registered this year. 

“Nationally youth groups 
have experienced dropping 
enrollments over the past 
few years,” Mrs. Stevens 
commented. “That’s why we 
are particularly gratified to 
see this growth in our Girl 
Scout Council. We believe 
that girls and parents are 
rediscovering the wonderful 


opportunities for com- 
munity service, outdoor 
experiences and personal 
growth which Girl Scouting 
offers.” 

The Huron Valley Girl 
Scout Council, a United Way 
service, is organized into 598 
troops, 116 more than a year 
ago, with a corresponding 
increase in the number of 
adult troop leaders. 

Of the seven geographic 
areas served by the local 
Council, Livingston County 
showed the greatest per- 
centage increase in girl 
enrollment, 31.8 percent to 
1,405 girls. This was followed 
by Southern Wayne County 
(Belleville, Flat Rock and 
Romulus) up 14.2 percent to 
1,768 girls. 

The Huron Valley Girl 
Scout Council provides year- 
round troop and camping 
activities for Girl Scouts of 
all ages. The Council owns 
three camps, 400-acre Camp 
Linden near Linden in 
Livingston County; 12 -acre 
Camp Hilltop on the northern 
edge of Ann Arbor; and 40- 
acre Camp Crawford near 
Willis in eastern Washtenaw 
County.

Retention basins built 
to protect Rouge River

the background is the company’s new diesel engine parts 
plant. 


Two giant water retention 
basins, currently under 
construction in Romulus, are 
being installed by a Detroit 
manufacturing company 
with the intent of protecting 
the waters of the Rouge 
River. 

The basins are being built 
on the grounds of Detroit 
Diesel Allison s new 740,000- 
square-foot diesel engine 
parLs plant on Ecorse Road 
west of Wayne Road. 

Each basin covers ap- 
proximately two acres and 
has a maximum storage 
capacity of three million 
gallons. 

The retention basins will 
collect, clean, store and then 
release storm run-off waters 
from rooftops, parking lots, 
roadways and other hard 
surfaces 

They are scheduled to 
begin full-scale operation in 
September and already are 
partially in service draining 
the property. 


As water accumulates in 
the basins, dirt and other 
particles suspended in it will 
tend to settle to the bottom. 
Any oil in the water will be 
mechanically removed by an 
oil belt skimmer 

The clarified water then 
will be metered into Wayne 
County’s McClaughrey 
Drain, which runs through 
Detroit Diesel Allison’s 
property and is its natural 
drainage outlet A total of 
four pumps will do the 
pumping at a rate calculated 
not to overload the drain 

McClaughrey Drain 
empties into the Low‘er 
Rouge River, which flows 
from there through Wayne. 
Westland. Inkster, Dearborn 
Heights and Dearborn before 
joining the main Rouge 
River in Dearborn The river 
continues through Melvin- 
dale. Detroit and River 
Rouge before joining the 
Detroit River

Pastor relates 
Lenten lesson 


Editor’s note: The 

following is the first of a 
series of Lenten sermons by 
area clergymen.

Lent: Its Meaning. 

Because of consciousness 
of God, anyone endures 
sorrows, suffering unjustly, 
this is indeed a grace.

But if. when you 
do right and suffer, you take 
it patiently, this is highly 
acceptable to God. Unto this, 
indeed, you have been called 
because Christ also has 
suffered for you, leaving you 
an example that you may 
follow' in His steps: “Who did 
no sin, neither was deceit 
found in His mouth. Who, 
when He was reviled, did not 
revile, when He suffered, did 
not threaten but yielded 
Himself to him who judged 
Him unjustly; who Himself 
bore our sins in His body 
upon the tree, that we, 
having died to sin, might live 
to justice; and by His stripes 
you w r ere healed. For you 
were as sheep going astray, 
but now you have returned to 
the shepherd and guardian of 
your souls.”

Site plan review is required to provide the Planning 
Commission with the opportunity to review the proposed 
use of a site in relation to surrounding uses, accessibility, 
pedestrian and vehicular circulation, spatial relation- 
ships, off-street parking, public utilities, general 
drainage, environmental characteristics, site vegetation, 
screening and buffering, developmental characteristics 
and other site elements which may have an effect upon the 
public health, safety, morals and general welfare, and its 
relationship and harmony with other City Ordinances and 
plans. All site plans must comply with the following : 

A. Site Planning. 

1. The site plan is to show that a proper relationship 
exists between local streets and any proposed service 
roads, driveways, and parking areas to encourage 
pedestrian and vehicular traffic safety and proper in- 
ternal circulation. 

2. All the development features are so located and 
related to minimize the possibility of any adverse effects 
upon adjacent property. This includes, but is not limited 
to, channeling excessive traffic onto local residential 
streets, lack of adequate screening or buffering of parking 
or service areas, and circulation routes located so as to 
interfere with police and fire equipment access. Public 
streets adjacent or through the proposed development 
shall be required when it is essential to promoting and 
protecting public health, safety and general welfare and 
to provide continuity to the public road system. 

3. The Planning Commission may require traffic 
studies, intersection improvements, ingress, egress and- 
or passing lanes where it is deemed necessary based upon 
the type of use and the potential traffic problems. 

4. Recreation areas and facilities, such as playgrounds, 
swimming pools, and community buildings, shall be 
provided to the extent necessary to meet the anticipated 
needs of the residents the project is designed to serve. 
Provision of separate adult and tot lot recreation areas 
adequately landscaped is encouraged. Recreation 
facilities generally should be provided in a central 
location and should be convenient to the project com- 
munity center. A location adjacent to the community 
center is preferable for efficient construction use and 
maintenance of all facilities. In larger developments, 
however, recreation facilities can be decentralized, if 
more than one, or if made part of an open space area. 

5. Attention shall be given in the placement of proposed 
buildings, parking areas, drieveways, landscaping and 
other physical improvements of the site in relation to 
existing on-site natural features and vegetation such as 
trees, wooded areas, and natural groves. 

B. Requirements 

Where a building permit is required for the erection or 
structural alteration of a building (other than a single- 
family dwelling or farm buildings, and other than ac- 
cessory buildings) a Site Plan shall be required and ap- 
proved prior to the issuance of a building permit. A 
required Site Plan shall consist of the following and shall 
include the entire site proposed for improvement under 
the particular site. The following submisslo. 
requirements shall supersede all other site plan sub- 
mission requirements where required under other sec- 
tions of this Ordinance. . . „ 

L The Site Plan shall be prepared to scale and shall 
consist of the one or more sheets necessary to provide the 

required data. ^ . 

2 The Site Plan or attachment shall contain the legal 

description, proposed address, and zoning of the par- 

^^The^Site Plan shall include the locations ol the 
existing and proposed structures and improvements in- 
cluding yards, drives, screening areas, walls, parking 
areas, hard surfaces, signs, utilities, park areas, and 


dimensions of all such Items and areas including the site 
so that the requirements of the zoning ordinance ns to 
such items will be apparent. The Site Plan shall show the 
locations and dimensions of individual sites for proposed 
structures, including parking sites for mobile homes ana 
other vehicles. 

4. The Site Plan shall be drawn to a minimum scale of 1 

inch equals 50 feet, and shall contain scale, north point, 
and size in acres. The Site Plan shall showthc proposed 
and existing ROW. of City, County, and State highways 
which adioin the site, together with the proposed traffic 
pattern, and drive or street approaches to said highways 
Zoning, existing buildings, or improvements on all land 
adjacent to the site within 200 feet shall be shown. Front, 
side and rear elevations and typical floor plon(s) or t 
proposed buildings shall accompany the Site Plan for 
determination of compliance with the requirements of this 
Ordinance. . 

5. Existing and proposed topography drawn to at least 
two (2) foot contour intervals shall be shown on the site 
plan or a note that no change in topography is planned 
Benchmarks for the elevations shown on the drawing shall 
be properly indicated. Indications of trees ond shrubs 
shall only be used on the site plan where trees and shrubs 
exist or where such vegetation will be planted prior to 
occupancy. All such trees and shrubs shall be labelled as 
to approximate size and whether existing or proposed. 

6. Statistical data shall be furnished Including: Number 
of dwelling units, size of dwelling units (e g., 1 -bedroom, 2- 
bedrooms, and 3-bedrooms), if any, and the total gross 
acreage involved. In the case of mobile home parks, the 
size and location of each mobile home site and mobile 
home pads shall be shown. 

C. Procedures. 

1 The proposed Site Plan and Application for review 
shall be submitted to the City Clerk in accordance with the 
rules of procedure promulgated by the Planning Com- 
mission, and the Clerk shall date and transmit It to the 
approporiate departments. 

2. The Site Plan shall be reviewed by the Planning 
Commission with reference to the specific requirements 
of the Zoning Ordinance. The Commission may request 
review and comments from the City Engineer ond 
Planner and City departments. Approval of the Site Plan 
(as submitted, or with additions, corrections or 
alterations) by the Planning Commission shall satisfy the 
requirements of this Zoning Ordinance for the issuance of 
•a building permit. It shall not, however, exempt the 
petitioner from compliance with the other City or- 
dinances. If not approved, the reasons shall be stated in 
writing and a copy promptly supplied to the applicant. 

3. A Site Plan approval shall be valid for one (1) year 
after the date of approval. If physical Improvement of the 
site is not in actual progress at the end ol a year, the ap- 
proval becomes null and void unless rehewed or extended 
by specific Planning Commission action. If approval is not 
extended before expiration of the one year period, then a 
new application and a new approval shall be required 
before a building permit may be Issued. 

4. Where the Planning Commission finds it is ap- 
propriate, for reasons stated in writing, to the satisfactory 
completion of the site development, in accordance with 
the Site Plan, the Commission may require a suitable 
performance bond to the City.
